McCAKTHY'SFUTURE 

Where docs Sen. Joseph R. McCarthy go, 
now that he has openly shattered all ties 
with a President of his own party? 

Thfl courses available to him would ap- 
pear to bo several: 

I He could help to form or take part In a 
: third political party. The senator Bays at the 
: "present time" he has no such thought, but 
he has not quite closed the door. 

2. He might try to lead or participate in 
a rlftht-wlng move to seize control of the 
Republican party from Mr. Elsenhower, with 
the Bpflclflc aim of dcnylnK him the OOP 
presidential nomination In 195fl. McCarthy's 
statement that he will Bo on working within 
the party—at least for now— is not a clear 
Indictton of Intent with respect to party con- 
trol. 

3 He might seek to build for himself a sort 
ol ioUtaiy citadel of individual political 
power, counting upon his considerable popu- 
lar followlnB to assure him the strength for 
continued political existence. 

As the President noted In commenting on 
the break, the third-party road is a hard one 
■ to travel. The forces McCarthy represents 
are a minority In a party that Is now the 
minority party in the nation. Faced with the 
decision to leave the GOP fold and follow the 
senator to new fields, some of his supporters 
might well say no. 

The history ol third parties Jn America la 
not encouraging. What could a new one thus 
composed hope to achieve? Most likely not 
its own success, but the defeat of the Repub- 
lican party at the polls in 1950. 

Certolnly that defeat would not necessarily, 
follow, for In 1M8 the Democrats survived 
both the Wallace and Dlxlccrat defections to 
keep the presidency and regain the congress. 

As lor McCarthy, and others attempting to 
Belie the OOP reins and push the President 
out, this, too, Is not an easy path. 

The Democrats, who want very much to 
get the White House Iri" 1050, nevertheless 
show a very cagey rcspcct lor Mr. Eisenhow- 
er's high stature with the American people. 
One cannot held wondering how many Repub- 
licans would wish to engage In the spectacle 
of trying to cast into oblivion a President ot 
their own party who brolce all voting records 
In 1952 and maintains alhiost undiminished 
popularity. 

Naturally, the story would be different if 
the President chose riot to run. Then the 
GOP almost surely would be torn by an inter- 
nal struggle that would eclipse even the bitter 
Taft-Elsenhower contest of 1952. * 

Instead of these two difficult avenues, Mc- 
Carthy might choose, or be forced to accept, 
a kind of Isolation. Being still fairly young, 
he might be content with this course In the 
hopo that sooner or later tides would turn and 
bring large elements of the GOP back to 
him. 

At least temporarily, McCarthy Is Isolated 
now. Ho has abandoned that part of -the party 
which controls It and Is governing the United 
States. It is not yet plain who and how many 
ho takes with him In this break. Until that Is- 
clear, the full meeting of his act cannot be 
measured.
